General Assembly returns tonight 
for its 20th week of work andj 
tw'o of the moat im portant prob­

I school bill. 
Both m easures were expected to 
be brought to a vote in the house 
by the middle of the week in an 
effort to settle once and for all 
how much money local school dis- ;

during the next two years. 
Final action on the two billa also 
would speed the assembly toward 
the mid-June adjournment date set 
by the legislative leaders.

This may serve to stim ulate 
the action of the gallbladder and 
speed up its em ptying, thus re­ 
lieving the pain and discomfort 
which are produced when the flow 
of the bile is blocked or is slug­ 
gish.
